Marshall Blasts. 
Sentencing of 
Peasant Leader 


WASHINGTON, /-——Secretary 
of State Marshall today denounc- 
ed the recent trial of former pre- 
mier Juliu Maniu in Romania as 
another effort by a communist- 
dominated regime to eliminate 
all opposition. 

Marshall told a news confer- 
ence that the life sentence im- 
posed on Maniu by a Bucharest 
lessens his stature 
Europe as an outstanding cham- 
pion of democratic ideals. 

Maniu, leader of the opposi- 
tion peasant party, was convicted 
of treason last night. 

Marshall declined to say wheth- 
er the United States plans a 
formal protest to Romania similar 
to the protest filed with Bulgaria 
against the execution of Nikola 
Petkov, Bulgarian opposition 
leader. 

Marshall said this government’s 
views on denial of human rights 
in Romania through arbitrary ar- 
rests and inhuman treatment of 
opposition has been expressed sev- 
eral times in recent months. 

The trial of Maniu, he said, 
conforms to the general pattern 
of all such political trials in east- 
ern Europe, notably the trial of 
Petkov, which Marshall termed 
a judiciary travesty.

However, there was a clarifica- 
tion of th estatus of the peers 
under the new regulation of the 
Labor government to put all idle 
persons to work. London news- 
papers -had asserted yesterday 
many British lords and ladies 
woudl be subject to the labor 
draft, backed by a threat of fines 
and imprisonment, ' 

A governmeaz spokesman said 
today none in gainful employment 
woudl be affected. He said mem- 
bership-in the upper house would 
be considered gainful empolyment 
in accord with British custom.

It would mean 
that the Soviets had helped de- 
feat Hitler for their’ own realiza- 
tion of his aims. Yet this is what 
possibly may’ occur in default of 
any other adequate program.

Develop New 
Alfalfa Type 


WASHINTON (#)—A new 
variety of the common type of 
alfalfa has been developed which 
Department of Agriculture scien- 
tists say will again make the crop 
profitable in sections of Navada 
Utah, Idaho, Oregon and Califor- 
nia. 

This variety is resistant to a 
tiny worm which attacks the stem 
of plants in some western irrigat- 
ed valleys. 

A new type of alfalfa plant is 
also being readied for trial on the 
nation’s haylands in one of the 
studies underway by the gcientists 
to aid western agriculture. New 
types of barley, durum wheat, 
sugar beets and cotton are other 








developments they made _ public 
today. 
The new alfalfa was found in 


Turkey where one plant spread 
over an area of several feet of coil 
by means of shoots from under- 
ground rhizomes. 

Carefully removed and shipped 
to this country, it proved unadapt- 
ed. So it went to the department's 
nurseries for breeding and selec- 
tion of the desired characteristics. 

Now plants with the desired 
spreading crown are being nur- 
tured in several state experiment 
stations. A departnient scientist 
whose duties include a study of 
this experiment says: 

“The potential value of this type 
of legume, adapted to pasture mix- 
tures and hay, cannot be overesti- 
mated.”
